2. The terms of reference of the Committee are: 

(i) The tenure of the members of the Committee, except 
the ex-officio nominees shall be 3 years. The tenure 
shall take effect from 21.06.2012. The tenure of the 
Members of Parliament would be co-terminus with their 
tenure in the respective Houses or three years, 
whichever is earlier. 

(ii) The Committee shall advise the Government on all 
matters partaining to education and its pursuit for SCs/ 
STs and PwDs. In addition, it will review the 
functioning of various schemes launched by the 
Ministry for the purpose of promoting SCs, STs and 
PwDs in education. 

(in) The Committee will meet as often as required but at 
least once in a year.
